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City wants more details on racetrack plan

The City of Romulus has not yet accept¬ 
ed the application for a preliminary site 
plan approval by Magna Entertainment 
Corp. for a 220-acre, $200 million race¬ 
track near Interstate 94 in Romulus. 

‘They applied to the planning commis¬ 
sion in October and are going for a prelim¬ 
inary site plan, but the application was not 
accepted,” according to Timothy Keyes, 
economic development director 

“There are issues that they need to 
address before we can accept the applica¬ 
tion,” said Cyndi Lyon, city planner 

“We are asking them to define the pro¬ 
posed use within the zoning district The 
area is zoned now as regional center, 
which includes hotels, convention centers, 
office buildings, movie theaters and 
restaurants. A racetrack would fall under 
large-scale outdoor recreation use. This is 


a different type of zoning,” Lyon 
explained. 

“That’s one of the issues that we are 
addressing with Magna Entertainment— 
whether they can meet the current zoning 
regulations or whether another district is 
better suited for their use,” she said. 


Mayor Alan R. Lambert said that there 
have already been factions in the commu¬ 
nity that are opposed to a racetrack being 
built in Romulus, such as the Romulus 
Ministerial Association. In a letter to the 
mayor dated Oct 8 from the Rev. Arthur C. 
Willis of the association, Willis said, “The 


Romulus Ministerial Association is not 
anti-development The Vining Road area 
is perfect for offices, retail stores and 
restaurants. We are excited about the pos¬ 
sibilities. Our concern is that a racetrack 
will seriously affect property values, dis¬ 
rupt the peace and quiet of our neighbor¬ 
hoods and bring a type of influence that is 
detrimental to the moral and religious 
fiber of our community.” 

Mayor Lambert added that no public 
opinion surveys or other marketing 
research activities have been considered 
until an application for the preliminary 
site plan approval is accepted. “It’s prema¬ 
ture to be surveying public opinion at this 
point,” Lambert said. “At this stage it’s 
more or less a zoning issue. We’ll be look¬ 
ing at all uses allowed in that area.” 

Lambert added that he’s concerned 
with the plans the city has reviewed to

Major improvements 
set for 1-94 freeway

State Representative Ray 
Basham (D-Taylor) recently 
announced that the Michigan 
Economic Development 
Corporation (MEDC) and the 
Michigan Department of 
Transportation (MDOT) plan to 
invest more than $280 million to 
revitalize Interstate 94 from the 
Metropolitan Airport in Romulus 
to downtown Detroit 

The funding will be used for 
road improvements and beautifi¬ 
cation of the 18-mile stretch of 
the 1-94 corridor. 

“It’s great to see our region 
getting this attention,” Basham 
said. “We have these wonderful 
communities that offer so much, 
but that’s not necessarily the 
impression people get from the 
freeway. It really is a shame. 
These enhancements will foster 
a much more inviting atmos¬ 
phere for motorists who travel to 
our state and through our 
region,” he said. 

The MEDC and MDOT will 
partner with Wayne County, the 
City of Detroit, the Detroit Metro 
Convention and Visitors Bureau 
and the Detroit business commu¬ 
nity on the 1-94 beautification 
program. The partnership will 
include approximately $8.5 mil¬ 
lion in public and private sector 
funds that will be invested to 
beautify and enhance the 1-94 
corridor from Merriman Road to 
Cobo Tunnel through a series of 
enhancement projects. 

‘The 1-94 corridor is the first 
impression many business and 
leisure travelers have of 
Michigan,” said Doug Rothwell, 


president and CEO of the MEDC. 
“The beautification, enhance¬ 
ment and road improvement 
efforts on 1-94 will ensure that 
their journey is as first class as 
the rest of file state.” 

The proposed road rehabilita¬ 
tion scheduled for 1-94 in 2003 
includes $1 million to resurface 
eastbound and westbound 1-94 
between Wayne Road and Beech 
Daly, $12 million to rehabilitate 
and widen eastbound and west¬ 
bound 1-94, and replace two 
bridges from just east of 1-275 to 
Wayne Road and $11 million to 
resurface eastbound and west¬ 
bound 1-94 between Wyoming 
and the 1-96 interchange in 
Detroit 

The beautification will be per¬ 
formed through a series of four 
projects. These projects include 
the improvement of natural land¬ 
scape features through plantings, 
lighting enhancements, aesthet¬ 
ics of bridge structures and cre¬ 
ative barriers, utilizing landscap¬ 
ing rather than concrete. The 
first project is scheduled to begin 
in the spring of 2003, with a com¬ 
pletion date estimated in the 
summer of2004 

Wayne County has agreed to 
contribute $200,000 annually to 
support a special maintenance 
fund that will begin in 2005 in 
support of the 1-94 project 

“As a former Taylor city coun¬ 
cilman, I know how much these 
enhancement projects mean to 
the communities along this eorri- 
dor,” Basham said. “Besides 
their beauty and safety benefits, 
these projects can be a tremen¬ 
dous source of pride and will 
help make our region an even 
greater place to travel through.”

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Parking tax could be financial boon to Romulus

If the Michigan House of 
Representatives approves a 
parking tax, the City of Romulus 
could receive $2 million toward 
general revenue in the near 
future. 

“We were collecting any¬ 
where from $1 million to $1.2 
million in parking taxes. Then, 


the House voted to remove the 
parking tax in the spring of 
2002,” said Romulus Mayor 
Alan R. Lambert “We lobbied 
the State Senate Finance 
Committee, and the Senate 
approved a $2 million parking 
tax to be allocated to the city,” 
he added. 

Lambert said that city offi¬ 
cials practically lived in Lansing 
for about a month while lobby¬ 


ing the State Senate. “After testi¬ 
fying to the Finance Committee, 
they realized that it would cre¬ 
ate a hardship on the communi¬ 
ty to eliminate the tax,” he said. 
“They not only decided that we 
needed the tax, but that we 
needed more tax dollars.” 

Currently, there is a 30 per¬ 
cent tax on cars parked outside 
the airport that are on lots with¬ 
in the city boundaries. “The tax 


comes out of the parking lots. 
We get a per-car portion. We lob¬ 
bied originally to obtain a por¬ 
tion of the on-site parking rev¬ 
enues. Instead, the Senate 
Finance Committee said they 
would give us a straight $2 mil¬ 
lion across the board,” Lambert 
said. 

“Our position is that we have 
vehicles moving through the 
community every day that we 


provide police protection. The 
City of Romulus is burdened by 
the airport We’re only asking for 
a piece of the pie to help finance 
the burden,” Lambert said. 

Now, the House has to concur 
with the Senate in order for the 
city to receive the tax. “We hear 
this is going to happen after the 
November election,” Lambert 
said. “We’re going to be there 
when the discussions occur”

date. “The city is opposed to the proposed 
use in that area. We’re dealing with this 
property in question, and it’s really not what 
we had intended for that area We’re looking 
for facilities that would be a boon to the 
business community. Right now, we’re wait¬ 
ing for them (Magna Entertainment) to 
respond for our request for more informa- 
tioa” 

Magna Entertainment Corp., the leading 
operator of thoroughbred racetracks in the 


country wants to construct a world-class 
facility that would be open as early as 2004. 

The facility would offer live and simul¬ 
cast betting but no slot machines. It would 
include a 11/8-mile thoroughbred dirt track 
with a 1-mile turf track and a 7/8-mile har¬ 
ness track 

Magna also owns Great Lakes Downs in 
Fruitport near Muskegon, as well as other 
tracks across the country. The Romulus 
track would be located between the Vining 
and Merriman road exits off 1-94, north of I- 
94 and east of 1-275.

Romulus man survives crash, 
Canton teen fatally injured

Canton Township resident Andra 
Sharrard died last Tuesday from injuries 
received in an accident at the intersec¬ 
tion of Ridge and Hanford roads. 

According to police, the 17-year-old 
resident was driving east on Hanford 
Road when she failed to stop at a stop 
sign and was struck by a Chevy Astro van 
heading south. 

“The victim was traveling by herself,” 
said Sgt Tbdd Mutchlen “She lived in the 
area so we are not certain why she ran 
the stop sign.” 

The driver of the van, a 26-year-old 
Romulus man, avoided serious injury. 
The passenger in the van was ejected 
from the vehicle, said Mutchler but was 
also uninjured. 

“Sharrard was wearing her seat belt,” 
said Mutchler. “She was transported to 
the University of Michigan Hospital in 
Ann Arbor” 

According to Mutchler, because of 
her age Sharrard falls into a high-risk 


group of drivers. 

“Statistics have proven that new dri¬ 
vers are at a greater risk than those peo¬ 
ple who have been driving for a long 
time,” said Mutchler 

While police are uncertain about the 
circumstances surrounding this young 
driver’s accident, Mutchler said the key 
to keeping young drivers safe is making 
them understand the importance of 
focusing on the task at hand. 

“Young drivers do not always fully 
absorb the dangers associated with dri¬ 
ving,” said Mutchler “It is important that 
when they are driving that they focus on 
what they are doing and not other people 
in the car” 

According to Mutchler, the new system 
installed for earning a driver’s license 
has helped to reduce the number of acci¬ 
dents. Under the new system, drivers 
with a new license are limited as to when 
they may be on the road. 

“This is a huge step forward,” said 
Mutchler “If we can continue to make 
changes such as these we may be able to 
keep more young drivers safe”

Saturday morning they dedicated a park

Those who worked with him remem¬ 
bered him as a cheerful person, who 
always made their days go a little smoother 
They said they’d miss his good cheer and 
sense of humor 

“He was an individual I’ll never forget,” 
said Wayne County Sheriff Ofc. Alex 
Romero. “He was fun. On the days that we 
weren’t happy to be working, he would 


always tell us ‘Life is good.’ That’s what he 
always said Life is good.” 

Romero said Holgram was like a one- 
man pep rally, no matter what type of day it 
was. 

Ofc. Mike Boynton said he would always 
remember him as an easy-going person 
who was very unique, and held a lot of 
interests. He said he was a valuable asset to 
the department 

“He was a real good co-worker,” he said. 
“We’ll definitely miss him.” 

His colleagues said that Holgram was a 
man who truly loved his job. He was proud 
of the department, and his role in it His 
customized license plate on his own vehicle 
read his badge number, followed by WCS. 

“He gave his whole heart to the depart¬ 
ment,” Ficano said. “He exemplified that 
by going above and beyond.” 

Outside of work, Holgram was known as 
a bit of a collector At restaurants, he always 
tipped with $2 bills. His house was a won¬ 
derland for children. 

“I know my kids loved it,” Ficano said. 
“He had a little Disneyland in there.” 

His niece, Sonya Kowalski, said that was 
because he could see value where others 
could not It also harkened back to his nat¬ 
ural ability and desire to entertain others. 

‘The thing I remember best in him was 
his intelligence,” she said. “He was widely 
read in a variety of subjects. He loved to 
entertain” 

“He was a nice young man,” agreed his 
older brother, Ted. “You never expect to 
bury those who are younger than you are. 
We’ll miss him a lot and we’re grateful for 
this.”

Westland Name the State Park Contest receives 100 entries

Bob Kosowski, Parks and Recreation 
director for the City of Westland, said he 
received more than 100 entries for the 
Name the Skate Park Contest sponsored 
by the recreation department 

The contest which closed Oct 11, was 
designed to find a name for the new skate 
park, which is adjacent to the Bailey 
Recreation Center on Fbrd Road, behind 
Westland City Hall. 

A decision on the name of the park 
could come within the next two weeks, he 
said. 

”We’re going through them right now,” he 
said. “We’ll narrow down the field and 
have a few to present to the city council.” 

The concrete skate parti was construct¬ 
ed during the summer, according to 
Kosowski. It contains about 16,000 square 
feet of ramps and tubes for in-line skaters 


and skate boarders to practice their skills 
on, he said. It cost about $370,000 to con¬ 
struct, the bulk of which was paid through 
a grant from Wayne County which con¬ 
tributed $300,000 to the project 

“We’ve been working on it for a few 
years now,” he said. “We wanted to pro¬ 
vide a safe alternative, besides the 
streets.” 

The rest of the money was provided 
through donations from the community, he 
said. The Parks and Recreation 
Department put on a raffle this year, and 
other groups and businesses have helped 
out, too. The Westland Jaycees, which 
have currently set up a haunted house in 
three semi-truck trailers near city hall and 
the recreation center, are donating a por¬ 
tion of those proceeds toward the project 
too, Kosowski said. 

“No taxpayer funds were used. We’re 
pretty proud of that” he said, adding that

A veiy close call 


Having two well-qualified candidates for the position of judge in 
the 35th District in Canton Township, Northville and Plymouth is 
both a benefit and the problem to the voters within the district 

It’s a benefit because voters know that whoever eventually claims 
the role of the judge will be able to take on the responsibilities and 
fulfill the duties as prescribed. 

It’s a problem because it’s difficult to tell which of the two candi¬ 
dates - Karen Woodside or Michael Gerou - would best suit the com¬ 
munity.

I wanted to be She-Ra more than any¬ 
thing in the world when I was 10 years old.

She was a kind of 
medieval superhero who was strong, beau¬ 
tiful and confident I identified with her 
because she was one of the few female 
superheroes, and she was everything I 
wanted to be. 

But then something changed. Right 
around that time I started to feel like the 
world looked at me differently. I realized 
even though I felt like a superhero inside, 
the people around me didn’t see me that 
way. Suddenly, it seemed people had dif¬ 
ferent expectations of me, and my looks 
were more important than who I was 
inside. I later learned that my experience 
is common among young girls. 

The Girls Empowered program offered 
through Northvilie Youth Assistance must 
be what young girls and mothers every¬ 
where have been waiting for Many fathers 
are probably grateful too, as raising a 
strong and confident daughter is a relative¬ 
ly new thing. I would’ve loved to have been 
able to attend a workshop on self-defense 
or spent my time after school in a class 
that focused on me and my needs when I 
was younger The Girls Empowered pro¬ 
gram is offered to girls in 4th and 5th 
grades and to girls in 6th through 8th 
grades. The program is designed to help 
boost a girl’s confidence, self-esteem and 
her ability to believe in herself through 
workshops on self-esteem, etiquette, nutri¬ 
tion, cardio-boxing and hip-hop dancing. 


“I started Girls 

Empowered because I did not like how I 
saw a lot of women feeling about their bod¬ 
ies, and not having a voice or self-esteem.” 
said Kimber Bishop-Yankee, the founder 
and director of the program. “I want to 
help girls before they become adults and 
avoid the baggage that most women carry 
with them.” 

Believe me, that baggage is heavy. In a 
culture that values beauty over brains, 
male over female, it is hard to get self-con¬ 
fidence back once it has been diminished. 
Young girls must use whatever tools they 
can to fight off the social message they are 
constantly bombarded with: look like 
Britney Spears or face being an outcast 

Northville Youth Assistance sponsored 
a mother-daughter self-defense workshop 
on Tuesday, taught by self-defense experts 
from Girls Empowered. The importance of 
girls learning to defend themselves has 
never been more clear Bishop-Yankee said 
one in five high school girls have experi¬ 
enced dating violence, according to 
research. 

“I believe that every girl, middle school 
and high school, at a minimum, should go 
through a self-defense course,” Bishop- 
Yankee said.

When I was 19,1 was approached by a 
male co-worker. He cornered me in a park¬ 
ing lot and tried to touch me inappropri¬ 
ately. I didn’t know how to fight him off, but 
I got lucky in that he stopped before any¬ 
thing happened. The experience changed 
me, as I realized just how vulnerable I was. 
Since then I have learned to stand up for 
myself.

chase more parkland. Since then, they’ve 
bought 188.75 acres, bolstering the amount 
of parkland they own to about 258 acres. 
They’ve also paved about 14 miles of bike 
paths throughout the community. 

The township paid about $146,000 for 
the 28-acre park, which is a good deal. 
Then they worked with developers and 
user groups, who donated improvements 
to the park, and ultimately township tax¬ 
payers have a park that would have cost 
more than $1.5 million to put together, at a 
raction of the price. That’s value. 


It’s a similar situation with the bike 
path system. The township has only con¬ 
tributed funds to pave a fraction of the 14- 
mile system - developers donated the rest 

The township has taken an aggressive 
role in the acquisition of parkland; they’ve 
shown that they know how to maximize 
tax dollars by collaborating with other 
municipalities, user groups and develop¬ 
ers. 

It’s a good system. The only downside 
may be is that the user groups or develop¬ 
ers may think their donation entitles them 
to some control over the facilities, them¬ 
selves. That’s a question for the politi¬ 
cians, though, not the voters. The voters 
have a clear choice to make on Nov. 5, and 
they should vote yes for Northville Parks.

'Lemonade’ celebrates fifth season on air

As her radio show enters its 
fifth season on the air, there’s no 
secret about what Betty Smith 
does when life gives her lemons. 

Smith is the host of 
“Lemonade,” a half-hour pro¬ 
gram of music and talk on WSDB 
tailored to senior citizens. The 
books, recipes and interviews 
she chooses are meant to help 
her listeners make the most of 
their retirement years. 

“Lemonade is an effort to get 
seniors off the couch and out 
doing something," she said. “We 
give them alternatives to the TV - 
books to read, things to do and 
see, people to admire.” 

A senior citizen herself. Smith 
says she acknowledges the limi¬ 
tations that can come late in life 
but doesn't get hung-up on them. 

“By the time you’ve reached 
retirement age, you’ve had a lot 
of lemons,” Smith said. “But 
you’ve got to make the best of it 
And I think that older people in 
particular have to do that - ’ 

The same might be said of 
WSDP and the decision to create 
a show like “Lemonade” in the 
first place. 

A student-run radio station 
that broadcasts from Salem High 
School in Canton WSDP does not 
play commercials. Most funding

for the station comes from the 
Plymouth-Canton school district 
instead. Like other public radio 
stations, WSDP operates on a 
budget that is a fraction of that 
enjoyed by commercial stations. 

According to Station Manager 
Bill Keith, the obvious downside 
to foregoing advertising dollars is 
that WSDP has little disposable 
cash to fund station promotions, 
equipment upgrades and other 
spending. But there’s an upside 
too. 

“We’re not slaves to the rat¬ 
ings,” Keith said. “We’re not wor¬ 
ried about playing the same 
Nelly song 30 times a day. We’re 
not competing with other com¬ 
mercial stations for a few adver¬ 
tising dollars. That means we can 


try something new and uncon¬ 
ventional.” 

In recent years, Keith said, 
WSDP has tried to capitalize on 
this freedom. One strategy has 
been to expand the schedule 
with niche-audience programs. 

“Shows like ‘Lemonade’ put a 
spotlight on a community that 
doesn’t get that much attention 
on the radio, with the radio being 
so youth-oriented and faddish,” 
Keith said. 

This effort to sidestep youth- 
dominated programming may 
seem an ironic move for a station 
run by high school students. But 
Keith says the programming 
goals are the same as they’ve 
always been at WSDP 

“We're still student-driven, but 
we’re also aggressive about serv¬ 
ing the public,” he said. “We want 
to appeal to different parts of the 
community.” 

Along with “Lemonade,” 
WSDP’s Wednesday schedule 
includes “The Zucchini 
Brothers’ Clubhouse” a morning 
show for kids, and “Somewhere 
In Time,” a half-hour program of 
Big Band-era music. On FYidays, 
WSDP airs “Acoustic Cafe,” a 
nationally syndicated program 
produced in Ann Arbor 

According to Keith, the drive 
to include more niche program¬ 
ming began with “Somewhere In 
Time.” 


“I was giving a presentation 
on Big Band-era music to seniors 
at Canton’s Summit on The Park, 
and it occurred to me that we 
didn’t really have a senior-specif¬ 
ic show,” he said. 

Keith approached Dianne 
Neihengen, who coordinates 
senior programs at the Summit, 
who in turn contacted Smith. 

Smith had recently returned 
to Michigan after a four-year 
stint in Colorado. Although 
she'd spent most of her working 


life as an elementary school 
teacher in Southgate, Smith 
also had a background in adver¬ 
tising, public access television 
and, from 1951-1953, she 
worked in Traverse City at the 
Northwestern Michigan College 
radio station. 

“Dianne told me about Bill’s 
idea and asked me to put togeth¬ 
er a proposal, which I did,” 
Smith said.

Some confuse what prayer really is. It’s not using 
King James language, nor is it based on how 
loudly one cries out. It’s not how much flowery 
language you can use, nor is it the length of 
the prayer that impresses God. 

It’s simply talking to Him. 


A mother listened to the bed¬ 
time prayers of her sleepy little 
daughter and was astonished 
and amazed to hear the follow¬ 
ing: 

“Now I lay me down to sleep, I 
pray the Lord my soul to keep. 

And when he hollers let him 
go, eenie, meenie, miney mo.” 

Our problem isn’t so much 
that we intertwine prayers and 

nursery rhymes.it’s that we 

just don’t pray. The majority of 
us know that prayer is the “key” 
to unlocking spiritual power, yet 
it is the most commonly neglect¬ 
ed of all disciplines. 

I like what Archbishop Trench 
once said about prayer - “Prayer 
is not overcoming God’s reluc¬ 
tance, it is laying hold of His 
highest willingness.” I agree. 

Some confuse what prayer 
really is. It’s not using King 


James language, nor is it based 
on how loudly one cries out It’s 
not how much flowery language 
you can use, nor is it the length of 
the prayer that impresses God. 
It’s simply talking to Him. 

Sometimes a single word of 
legitimate prayer can be very, 
very powerful. There was a time 
several years ago when I was dri¬ 
ving to Canada on a cold, winter’s 
night on Edward Hines Drive. 


Suddenly, I found that I had lost 
control of the car - I was sliding 
on solid ice. This, I might add, 
was before the days of ABS 
brakes. As a car rounded the 
bend, heading toward me, he slid 
into my lane. I just had time for a 
one-word prayer, “JESUS!” I 
wasn’t swearing, I was pleading! 
That was all I could get out 
before our cars crashed head-on. 

My car was totaled. In fact, it 


kind of “wrapped around me.” 
But I didn’t feel a thing and was 
without injury of any kind. My 
guitar that was in the backseat 
was unharmed as well. 
Everything else about the car 
became a twisted pretzel in the 
carnage. This is but one of many 
examples I could cite in my life 
where God answered prayer 
I think that most of us under¬ 
stand, at least to some degree, 
the importance of prayer. There 
have been recent articles docu¬ 
menting it’s “power,” even from 
secular sources. Scripture tells 
us over and over again the piv¬ 
otal place that prayer is to play in 
our individual and corporate 
lives. I, for one, intend to begin to 
take God seriously in this area 
We’ll never “find” time to pray 
- we’ve got to be intentional and 
“make” time for prayer. 


Sometimes, 
a single 
word will do. 

It’s certainly a good start There 
are other times when prayer is 
birthed out of honest doubt. 
“Lord, I don’t even know if You’re 
real....” is one of the most power¬ 
ful prayers you could ever utter 
It has been the beginning of many 
individuals’ “connecting” and 
coming into relationship with the 
Creator. God never speaks 
against honest doubt - He 
responds to it So, if you’re unac¬ 
customed to approaching God in 
prayer, this is a great time to 
begin. 

It is through the power of the 
resurrected Christ that we can 
overcome the world. It wouldn’t 
be right not to at least say, 
“Thanks.” That can be a very 
powerful one-word prayer

Neihengen and Keith liked 
what they heard. “Lemonade” 
premiered in February 1998, 
beginning a weekly broadcast 
that continues today. 

The show airs Wednesdays

For each show, Smith dives 
into her personal catalog of jazz 
recordings to spotlight a particu¬ 
lar artist or style. 

“I love Oscar Peterson in his 
prime. And you can’t go wrong 
with Ella Fitzgerald,” she says. 
Smith plans to spotlight local

Bowman appeared on an ear¬ 
lier episode for a one-on-one 
interview. Although much of her 
show is geared for seniors, 
Smith says she will interview 
anybody “who is lively and has 
done interesting things.” 

Past guests include local and 
regional figures, from James 


Ryan, superintendent of 
Plymouth Canton Schools, to Bo 
Schembechler and Lloyd Carr, 
head football coaches at the 
University of Michigan. Smith 
spent a recent episode getting 
to know two longtime Canton 
firemen before their retire¬ 
ment 

“That interview made me 
appreciate how kind and caring 
some of our public servants 


are,” she said. “They’d had 
some exciting times.” 

As Keith sees things, few 
commercial stations can or 
would spend airtime honoring a 
pair of typical firemen and their 
records of service. 

But that’s exactly what’s nice 
about working for a small sta¬ 
tion, Smith says.

“They played good defense,”

Others 
in attendance: Planning and Economic Development Director Kelley, Water and 
Sewer Director Duha, Deputy Public Safety Director Smolen, Executive Assistant 
Ireland, Secretary Cline and an audience of nineteen (19). 

APPROVAL OF AGENDA: Hart moved, Budd seconded to approve the agenda as 
presented. Carried. 

PUBLIC HEARING: Payne moved, Herman seconded to open the public hearing to 
consider the 2002 Amended General Fund Budget and the 2003 Proposed General 
Fund Budget. Carried. 

Supervisor King opened the public hearing and went to Treasurer Budd for an expla¬ 
nation. Treasurer Budd thanked the Directors and the Board for their efforts in 
preparing the 2002 Amended and 2003 Proposed General Fund Budgets. She stated 
the Budget before the Board is balanced and expenditures for the Amended 2002 bud¬ 
get are $10,128,117 and Proposed 2003 is $10,553,539. Treasurer Budd requested 
that items A-F outlined in her memo dated October 4, 2002, be a part of the motion 
for the budget approval. 

Supervisor King stated the 2002 General Fund budget was originally set at 
$10,061,197 and was amended to $9,989,135 on December 20, 2001, the current 
amended 2002 budget is set at $10,128,117. The proposed 2003 General Fund budget 
includes a 4!4 percent increase to $10,553,539. In addition, she briefly reviewed rev¬ 
enue streams as follows: State-Shared Revenue accounts for 25%, tax revenue 25% 
and the remaining 50% comes from various registrations, licenses, permits, fees and 
transfers from the Landfill Fund. Supervisor King noted a transfer from the Landfill 
Fund in the amount of $1,538,000 to the General Fund for the amended 2002 budget 
with $38,000 designated for Geographic Information System (GIS) and the other $1.5 
million for general operating expenses including the royalties as set forth in the Host 
Community Agreement for Public Safety, Recreation and Environmental 
Departments. In the 2003 proposed budget the transfer is just under two million dol¬ 
lars. The General Fund, Fund Balance provides an additional revenue stream with 
transfers of $259,000 for 2002 and $108,000 for 2003 from the Reserved Fund 
Balance and just under one million dollars for 2002 and $438,000 for 2003 from the 
Unreserved Fund Balance. Supervisor King stated the budget process takes six 
months beginning in June, with Treasurer Budd notifying all Department Directors to 
start compiling necessary documents for amendments to the current year fiscal budget 
and to prepare for the next fiscal year budget that begins in January. The budget sets 
forth line items for expenditures for each department and explanations of designated 
fund balance. She further stated wage increases for salaried employees is set at 4 l A 
percent for 2003 in keeping with the current AFSCME Contract. Supervisor King dis¬ 
cussed the Public Safety Departments expenditure goals and objectives and the 
department’s funding sources, which include setting aside 33.6% of General Fund 
Revenue; 50% of the guaranteed landfill gate yard fees and the Public Safety Millage. 
The Public Safety Department’s combined budgets of roughly $4.8 million dollars 
makes up approximately 45% of the General Fund Budget, while wages and fringe 
benefits make up approximately 63% the General Fund Budget. 

There being no further discussion, a motion was made to close the public hearing. 

Jahr moved. Hart seconded to close the public hearing. Carried. 

Hart moved, Herman seconded to open the public hearing to consider the 2002 
Amended Special Revenue Fund Budgets and the 2003 Proposed Special Revenue 
Fund Budgets. Carried. 

Supervisor King opened the public hearing and went to Treasurer Budd for an expla¬ 
nation. Treasurer Budd stated the following are the Special Revenue Funds: 
Community Development Block Grant (CDBG), Downtown Development Authority 
(DDA), French Landing Improvement Project, Capital Improvement Fund, Federal 
Forfeiture Fund, State Forfeiture Fund, Landfill Fund, Belleville Area Museum, E-911 
Service Fund, Hannan Road Special Assessment District and Bemis Road Special 
Assessment District. Treasurer Budd requested that items A through D as noted in her 
October 4th memo be referenced in any motion made regarding the budgets. They are: 
revenue in excess of expenditures shall revert to Fund Balance; fiscal year items not 
expensed and those not specifically reserved will revert to net income; adoption of the 
Budget is by department total and finally the October 15, 2002, approval supersedes 
prior resolutions. 

Supervisor King reviewed the Special Revenue Funds. CDBG funding has a public 
hearing process held in March of each year to consider eligible projects for funding. 
CDBG finds are some of the last federal dollars available to local communities. 2002 
CDBG projects include: the paving of pavilions at Van Buren Park; purchasing a 
Senior Bus; Public Safety equipment purchases which includes hoses, cameras and 
other equipment; and playground equipment for Quirk Park. 2003 CDBG projects 
include: grills and tables at Quirk Park; playground equipment for French Landing 
Park; the Riggs Park Master Plan and an audit. 2003 funding is set at $166,000. 2003 
DDA projects include Belleville Road Streetscape maintenance and Public Safety 
improvements. At 2003 years end, $504,500 will be set aside for Public Safety and 
the DDA will have a fund balance of $741,500. The French Landing Dam Fund has a* 
final bond payment due in 2002. 2002 Capital Improvement Fund expenditures 
included painting of township hall, repairing township hall parking lot, correcting a 
heating and cooling problem in the Public Safety Department, a Township wide com¬ 
puter software system, completion of Quirk Park and repairing the foundation at the 
Belleville Area Museum. The 2003 Capital Improvement Fund has proposed expen¬ 
ditures of $ 11,850. The Landfill Fund, Fund Balance for amended 2002 is $7,302,237 
and the proposed 2003 is $8,023,937. The Hannan Road Special Assessment District 
and the Bemis Road Special Assessment District funded the paving of those roads. 
The 2002 Amended and 2003 proposed Belleville Area Museum budgets are set at 
$77,879. The remaining funds E-911 Service Fund and State and Federal Forfeiture 
Funds are tied to Public Safety and their uses are restricted by state law. 


Supervisor King thanked Treasurer Budd for her efforts in the budget process. 

There being no further discussion, a motion was made to close the public hearing.
